career. He regained his sight, 
but was returned to darkness 
about three years ago. 
“ In the past three years 1 
have gained in spirit,” Lewis 
says. “ I have come to realize 
a true sense of values through 
this tribulation.” 
Lewis attributes his earlier 
regaining of sight to God, say­ 
ing doctors everywhere had said 
he would never see again after 
a bout with trachoma, an eye 
disease. .And he still has hope 
,he will see again. 
“ If God was able to heal me 
once. He can do it again, 
Lewis says, “ so I’m absolutely 
confident.” At times, he adds, 
it seems he can see finger j 
movements and lights. 
Lewis now is a deeply reli­ 
gious man. P’or the past 
20 
years, he has spoken frequent­ 
ly to church and youth organi­ 
zations. Blindness ha.s cut his 
travel, but he still covers an 
area around Tulsa. 
Lewis tells a moving story of 
regaining his sight.

One businessm an told m e re-

new product. "W e m ake a g reat­ 
er profit by putting m ore of our 
effort into discovering new w ays 
to avoid ta x es,’’ he said. 
The vice president of an e lec­ 
tronics research firm said al­ 
m ost the sam e thing . "B etw een 
hiring a new hig h-powered scien ­ 
tist for our laboratory and tak­ 
ing on an ex tra tax attorney, 
w e’ll take the tax attorney.’’ he 
said. "It pays." 
Worried T reasury m en say the 
underworld is g etting sm arter in 


tax evasion. Tim e w as w hea Al 
Capone could be tracked down 
and caug ht in sim ple incom e tax 
fraud.

"But now days the rack eteer’s 
tax law yer fig ures out for him 
just how m uch of his incom e 
and outgo is traceable. Then he 
pays a tax on just that m uch. 
"Say

racketeer 
takes 
in 
$500,000. 
His 
attorneys 
fig ure 
$300,000 can be traced to him . 
So he pays the tax on $300,000.” 
Another technique that’s in­ 
creasing in popularity has been 
developed by underworld m en 
who invest their funds in leg iti­ 
m ate businesses through fronts. 
In the days when a hood used 
one front, the Internal R evenue 
m an would track him down, g et 
the front for having m ore m oney 
than he could account for. 
Under the refined front sy s­ 
tem , the underworld m an in­ 
vests through a whole bevy of 
front m en.

They beat 
them selves out of m ore than 
$169 m illion a year (w hich the 
T r e a s u r y returns). T hey’re 
caug ht up in m athem atical mi.s- 
takes and in the law ’s com pli­ 
cations.
